Nicotine iii dust form m ust be a p ­ 
plied when the air in stiff or wind 
will blow the asphyxiating fumes 
of the nocotine away before they kill 
the sap-suckers. This fact leads to 
the advice to apply nicotine dust 
w hen the air is still and th e tem per­ 
ature is above 70 degrees. T he latter 
factor is explained bv the p rin ­ 
ciple that nicotine fumes are most 
lethal in high tem peratures. This is 
not so important, of course, when 
nicotine is applied in spray form. 
Dust may be purchased in com­ 
m ercial form under various trade 
nam es or it may be prepared easily 
at home by a simple form ula which 
the editor will gladly furnish inter­ 
ested readers free on request. Of

Hydrangeas like an abundance of 
moisture and available plant foods 
for their long growing season and 
especially to carry them vigorously 
through m idsum m er into their full 
glory of foliage an d flower beauties 
in late summ er. If soil is prepared. 
as suggested 
above, most of the 
moisture requirem ent* will be pro­ 
vided, except during rainless periods 
when the rooting soil should be soak­ 
ed to a d epth of 6 to 8 inches once 
a week. B ut everv grower should 
work some well rotted and pulver­ 
ized m anure into tile surrounding 
; soil in early March, adding a few 
handfuls of complete fertilizer. 
The desire for blue hydrangeas 
often becomes an unreasonable ob­ 
session. Of course, tile blue types are 
beautiful, but so would tx- a blue 
i viburnum or a yellow 
lilac.
